Cherry Time Is a bright cherry 
pink, flushed with orange. Our Gracle 
is apple-blossom pink; Cecil Hanbury 
is a glowing salmon-orange with a 
crimson eye. while the slightly taller 
Symphony has a color combination 
best described as strawberries and 
cream.
